“Explain yourself oa litte more. 

Tell us what yott have in mind.” 

We give him instend as rude and 
publica rebuff as any hend of a 
State has had for many a year. 

He is told that’ President Truman 
wlll see him'any time he cares to 
travel to Washington, 

When Stalin replies that he is an 
old man, which is true, and an ali- 
ing man, which is probably truc, 
and’ suggests instead a choice of 
places that could be reached mora 
easily by him, the abrupt retort is— 
Washington or nothing.

What's Wrong With 
The Arsenal? 


ASKS PETER DITTON 


Soccer fans all over Britain are asking what has, hap- 
pened to Arsenal. The “glonmour boys” of pro-war ‘days 
are still.a great attraction wherever they play, but it Is 
undeniable that this season they are on the down-grade. 

.. They won the League Championship Inst season with 
a team of veteran players when .everyone thought they 
were bound to crack. A wonderful team spirit more than 
anything ‘else, pulled them through. 


This senson they have virtually the 
same team, with the exception of 
Laurle Scott, international  full- 
back, who has been on the Injured 
list for two months, nnd Doug Lish- 
man, g young inslde-forward from 
Walsall, who has recently come into 
the attack, : 

But the “old men", a year older, 
are not dolng the trick this time. 
Rooke, ' shurp-shooting  contre-for- 
ward, cannot find the net with his 
former regularity, Lestic Compton |s 
not the invincible stopper of tast 
season, and there are crenkings in 
other key positions In the team. 

Arsennl obviously need new blood, 
but while teams like Newcastle 
United and Cardiff City are making 
sortie after sortic Into the transfer 
market, the “Gunners” have not 
added n single well-known player 
to thelr. ranks since the advent of 
Lishman. 

Neither have they been able to 
show that among thelr reserves they 
bave players capable of finding o 
plate in the first team. 

The result is that while Arsenal 
are In no Immedinte danger in the 
League, they are certainly not hit- 
ting the high spots, Indeed, if they 
do not go into the transfer markot 
fairly soon, they aro going to store 
up for themselves a heap of trouble 
next scason. 


WHAT IS THE POLICY? 

“What is the polley of Manager 
Tom Whittaker? Surely Arsenal can- 
not be frightened by the high prices 
for players obtaining in the transfer 
market. After allt, It will be recall- 
ed it was they who started the pay- 
Ing of inflated transfer fces, 

* Jn the years just before the war, 
they liternlly shook the sporting 
world when they bought Bryn Jones, 
the Walsh International inside-for- 
ward from Wolverhumpton for the 
then record fee of £14,000. That 
was really big money in those days. 

But Arsenal ‘wanted the player and 
they were not afraid to pay, In spite 
of the fact that in those days they 
had a staggering overdraft. 

Tho overdraft has been almost 
Uquidated since the war. Gales at 
Highbury have approximated ‘60,000 
at each home match, which In hard 
ensh represents between £6,000 and 
£7,000. 

There cnnnot be any question of 
Arsenal being short of money, and 
thelr players are-among the most 
loyal possessed by any club. Once a 
plnyer goes to Highbury, he never 
wants {o leave. But no club can 
llve on sentiment, ond if Arsenal are 
net wary they may find that while 
players ure happy, the public is not. 


MUST NEVER HAPPEN 


This must never happen to this 
once mighty club, which has won 
the League Chompionship six times, 
and has mode four trips to Wembley, 
two of which saw them return with 
the FA Cup. To keep any team 
chasing the honours, the ocensional

The late Herbert Chapman, who 
managed Arsenal when they’ achiev- 
ed no hat-trick of Champlonship 
successes, spent tens of thousands of 
pounds on players, Including Charles 
Buchan, Alex James, David Jack, 
CH Bastin, Tim Coleman, Dave 
Halliday, and Jimmy Dunn, 

The last three, incidentally, were 
all centre-forwards who between 
them cost something like £22,000. 
They never solved Arsenal's centre- 
forward problem, but it took more 
than this lo shake a Chapman and 
his falth in top-line players; and 
Manager Tom Whittaker might well 
take a leaf out of the book of his 
iNtustrious . predecessor, 

A club that hus for so long spent 
so freely, as have Arsenal, cannot so 
drasticnlly change polley—ns the 
present. manayement appear to be 
trying. to do—and maintain a pre- 
eminent position, . 


PRICES THAT MUST BE PAID 


Whether Manager Whittaker llkes 
or dislikes the £20,000 transfer fee, 
or whether in his henrt he just feels 
that no player fs worth such a 
colossal sum, he still hns to recognise 
those are the prices-thiat havo to be 
puld for .the stars of today.
